Ward Ranch reflects 
95 years of history 


The Ward Ranch, located at 273 E. Highland, 
Sierra Madre, is a step back in lime for 95 years 
of Sierra Madre history. 

Early Sierra Madre began as a sett lenient of 
farms and ranches. Today, all are gone — except 
for the Ward Ranch. It stands apart, too, as the 
last of the origTnal businesses here and has always 
been owned and run by the same family. 

This all began in 1891 when E. Waldo Ward 
Sr. purchased 10 acres of land from town founder 
Nathaniel Carter. The price he paid Carter was 
almost $3000. Ward planted the land to navel 
oranges, soon added 20 acres more and later es¬ 
tablished a preserving business on the ranch. 

Born in 1861 in Elizabeth, N.J., Ward was just 
six months out of high school when he went to

work for James P. Smith & Co., a New York 
importer of luxury foods. He remaiticd with this 
same company for over 30 years. 

Suffering with lubecculosis. he came to Califor¬ 
nia in 1887 to recuperate and stayed with a boy¬ 
hood frictid in Lamanda Park, as East Pasadena^ 
■used to be known. He giti' t<T know Sicrra 'Madre ^ 
as he rode around on horseback and this led latci 
to his land purchase here. 

When he recovered, he began to survey the area 
as a potential market for his New York cfimpany 
and eventually acquired the entire western states as a 
selling territory. Smith himself made a trip out here 
to investigate and found both Ward and this new 
market in good health. Ward, therefore, remained 
here as the company’s western representative. 

Ward’s son, E. Waldo Ward Jr. is still active 
in the family business. He remembers the rigorous 
traveling done by his father who would be gone 
for threee months at a time on his sales trips and 
for nine months out of the year. He had hired some¬ 
one to oversee the ranch. 

In 1900 he married Geraldine Wayne ol north¬ 
ern California. They lived at first in San Fran-

If anyone called Jim Froede a “fraidy cat” 
when he was a kid, he had no clever way to 
strike back. But now he simply does a humorous 
and clever cartoon as a reply. He also uses his 
trusty pen to poke gentle ecclestiastical fun at his 
pastor peers. 

Rev. James Froede (pronounced “fraidy” as in 
“fraidy cat”) is interim pastor lat Immanual Pres¬ 
byterian Church on Wilshire Blvd. The church looks 
much like something on a tour in the British 
Isles; its facade is indeed beautiful. 

And he is the same Jim Froede who started 
life aiming to be a physician like his father. Some¬ 
where along the line (actually, while sitting in the 
Presbyterian Church which he attended every week), 
he decided to change professions mid-stream. 

He attended seminary at San Francisco Theo¬ 
logical Seminary in San Anselmo, graduating in 
1955, and went directly to Beverly Hills where he 
had his first pastorate. He was in Tucumcari, 
N.M., Wichita Falls, Tex. and spent 17 years at 
Michillinda Presbyterian Church in Pasadena, just 
down the street from his home in Sierra Madre. 

Froede started drawing cartoons on restaurant 
mats as early as 1960 and he continued the hobby 
all over the world, anywhere the Froedes traveled. 
Soon, he notes, waitresses, wherever the Froedes 
ate, requested the cartoons. “I’m going to take 
that home and frame it,” they would tell him.’ 

But soon he found cartooning an avenue for 
“picking holes in the pomposity of the church 
leaders,” he explains. “I gel pompous, too, so I 
have always poked fun at myself.” 

He has completed a series of cartoons which 
he -lalls, “The Sensitive Soul,”,c 0 tnprised mostly 
of cartoons of church leaders. 

His latest cartoons open four doors, he ex¬ 
plains: the Women’s Movement, The Gay Move¬ 
ment, The Right to Life Movement and W.A.R.M. — 
(“White Anglo Rightest Male,” which, he says, is 
the “smallest minority left in the country”). 

How can he get by with poking a little fun 
at his peers? One of them is “Rev. Rambo” who 
wears combat boots and holds a shepherd’s crook 
in a combat position, he explains. “1 listen to them, 
then if they get pompous and self-righteous, 1 
draw.” He has done cartooning for church news¬ 
papers and editorial cartoons. 

“1 have a vast collection going nowhere,” he 
grins.

This is 
the second annual meeting on the North American 
continent and includes volunteer firefighters from 
all over the world. 

Mueller is a director and represents Califor¬ 
nia; however, two firefighters from Orange County 
also plan to attend. Riochi Sassakawa is president 
of the group. He is a leading shipbuilder in Ja¬ 
pan. 

Official delegates are also members of the Na¬ 
tional Volunteer Fire Council which was founded 
in 1983. That group also meets next month in 
Flint, Mich.

he did a series of cartoons based on what he was 
viewing around him. He tacked the cartoons here 
and there on bulletin boards and very quickly, 
within 20 minutes, all the cartoons had disap¬ 
peared . 

Even so, he cautions, “People don’t like to see 
themselves and their ideas laughed at. It’s like 
popping balloons.” 

How long does it take him to coihplete a car¬ 
toon? About 20 to 30 minutes, and they are not 
designed to look like the persons; i.e., they are not 
caricatures, but cartoons. He has even completed 
some of his cartoons in needlepoint and adds, 
“Maybe when I’m old and gray. I’ll do more of 
those.” There’s a twinkle in his eye when he rubs 
his hand over his salt-and-pepper hair. 

But cartooning is not his only creative outlet. 
He has had several articles published about science 
fiction as it deals with theology. In his brief piece 
entitled “Zebra Man,” Froede explores a world in 
which there is no racism due to genetic manipu¬ 
lation — everyone has stripes. But soon the world 
inhabitants find a cause for arguing. They argue 
about the width of their stripes. 

During WWII, the Sierra Madre Presbyterian 
minister was a combat infantry medic with the 42nd 
Rainbow Division, MacArthur’s division. 

He describes his first call — at the Beverly 
Hills church — where he met many famous actors 
and actresses. Jimmy Stewart and his wife, Gloria, 
taught Sunday School. Later, Froede and his wife, 
Mary, were invitged to a birthday party for Frank 
Sinatra and chtneed near the Stewarts who re¬ 
cognized their former pastor immediately. 

“I absolutely adore this community of Sierra 
Madre. It is the greatest place we’ve ever lived,” 
Froede says, enthused as most everyone who lives 
in this southern California community. “It is warm 
and small like a town in the Midwest, but here 
we are a part of the urban sprawl. I walk down¬ 
town and everyone knows me.”

Dick of Portland, who is a career Army man;

This ysar over 20 million children will 
be starling a i>ew school year. In 1985, 
over 26,000 school-aged children wore kill¬ 
ed or Injured In pedestrian accidents. 
Children can be protected If they are taught 
proper pedestrian practices. 

Warn them to cross streets at Inter¬ 
sections with crossing guards. If crossing 
guards are not present, cross with the 
light, and only after looking all four ways. 
Establish a safe route to and from 
school — never take short-cuts. 

It is estimated that 1110 bicyclists 
are killed each year. Keeping bikes in 
good mechanical repair, obeying all traf¬ 
fic rules and yielding the right-of-way can 
help children from becoming a cycling ac¬ 
cident victim. 

Finally, if your child must arrive home 
alone, remind the child never to tell any¬ 
one that he or she is home alone. Never 
lend a house key to anyone and never 
accept a ride from anyone they don’t 
know, not even If the driver says you sent 
them. 

Tips of pet travelers 

Do your travel plans Include a pet 
this year? It so, the Southern California 
Veterinary Medical Association (SCVMA) 
has suggestions to help make the trip both 
safe and enjoyable for you and your pet. 

Before leaving home make certain 
you have a valid rabies certificate and a 
health certificate from your veterinarian. 

If you lack either one, you may be denied 
admission to another state or country. 

Keep dogs and cats on a leash at 
all times. All pets should wear Identifi¬ 
cation tags bearing the address of either 
your veterinarian or a friend who can be 
contacted should the animal be found 
after you have left the area. You should 
- also carry a detailed description of your 
pet, signed by a veterinarian, in the event 
you are required to prove ownership. 

If you plan to travel by plane, check 
airline regulations regarding pets well in 
,advance of your departure. Most airlines 
^ allow,,or\e dog or cat per cabin, provided 
it is small enough to fit into a 9-in. car¬ 
rier; however, permission must be ob¬ 
tained at the time you make your reserva¬ 
tion. Birds and larger pets must travel in 
the cargo section. 

For car travelers, a little advance plan¬ 
ning can make taking your pet an enjoy¬ 
able experience rather than a disaster. 
Pets unaccustomed to riding should be 
taken on increasingly long rides before¬ 
hand. It helps to take along familiar ar¬ 
ticles, such as a favorite toy or blanket. 
Feed your pet Its usual food In order to 
prevent possible digestive upsets. 

Cats travel best In a carrier, and their 
favorite spot is where they can look out 
at the scenery. Dogs should be encour¬ 
aged to keep to their own place In the 
car and every effort should.be made to 
keep them as calm as possible. Pets sub¬ 
ject to severe carsickness are best board¬ 
ed, since carsick animals make poor travel¬ 
ing companions. If, howevere, your pet 
experiences only intemittant or mild motion 
sickness, your veterinarian can prescribe 
medication to relieve the symptoms. 

Prevent problems by making safety 
first the rule of the road. Dogs should 
never be allowed to hang their heads out 
the window, since this subjects them to 
the danger of flying debris, including in¬ 
sects, which can lodge in their nasal 
passages with severe consequences. 
Neither should dogs be allowed to ride in 
the back of an open-bed truck. Not only 
can the animal be injured, but its falling 
from a moving vehicle may cause a ser¬ 
ious accident involving other cars. 

Your route should be planned to in¬ 
clude frequent rest stops. Animals, like 
people, need to get out of the car to 
exercise, relieve themselves, and get a 
drink. 

Many hotels and motels allow pets in 
the room with their owners; however, it is 
best to find out beforehand which ones 
do and what their regulations are. 

National and state parks prohibit any 
pets not on a leash and do not allow them 
in buildings designed for public use. Many 
also restrict pets to specific areas, and 
pets are not permitted on trails other than 
in the immediate area of the owner’s camp¬ 
site or lodging facility. Owners of noisy 
vicious animals will be asked to remove 
them from the park. Anyone planning to 
take a pet to a park should contact the 
one where they plan to stay, since regula¬ 
tions vary. 

Safety and consideration for others 
are the hallmark of a responsible pet 
owner. By exercising these qualities, pet 
owners not only make their vacation an 
enjoyable experience for both animal and 
owner, but do their part to ensure that pets 
will continue to be welcome enroute.

Misleading advertising

Some of the advertise¬ 
ments lhal appear in 
newspapers and mag¬ 
azines may lead some 
people to believe that So¬ 
cial Security asks for a 
fee in exchange for the 
services it provides. 

This is simply not so. 
Social Security never re¬ 
quests and would never 
accept a fee for any of 
its services; conversely, 
anyone who does request 
a fee in exchange for So¬ 
cial Security-related in¬ 
formation docs not rep¬ 
resent us. Yet, some 
people do pay for infor¬ 
mation that is freely 
available from any So¬ 


cial Security office. 

For example, com¬ 
panies from all over the 
United States send Los 
Angeles County brides a 
notice that the company 
can help them change 
their names on their So¬ 
cial Security records for 
a feeof$5or$IO. 

People do not have lo 
pay for a company lo 
complete these forms for 
them. The local Social 
Security office can per¬ 
form this service free of 
charge. A form is mail¬ 
ed for completion and 
the person mails the 
form, plus acceptable 
evidence of identity, in 
most cases this can be 
done by mail and a per¬ 
son’s valuable lime docs 


not have to be spent 
visiting their local office. 

Also, there are com¬ 
panies who send notices 
to parents of newborns 
that they can help the 
new parents obtain a So¬ 
cial Security number for 
their new child for a fee. 
They itifer in some ad¬ 
vertising that Social Se¬ 
curity requires a number 
for all newborn children. 
This is not true. How¬ 
ever, if a person wants a 
Social Security number 
for their child, they can 
easily obtain one at their 
local Social Security of¬ 
fice and they do not have 
to pay a fee for this 
service. 

The confusion stems 
from the fact that some 
private businesses that 


do provide information 
for a fee use the words 
“Social Security” in 
their names. Whether or 
not this is a deliberate 
effort to confuse the 
public, the result is the 
same: Many people are 
led to believe that these 
companies are affiliated 
with the Federal Govern¬ 
ment and, in fact, re¬ 
present Social Security. 

These businesses often 
operate in a gray area 
that may be difficult to 
define as either legal or 
illegal; however, Social 
Security can and does 
take action when it ap¬ 
pears that the public may 
be confused about who 
or what these companies 
actually represent.

1. information on labels or tags removed 
since the time of purchase should be sent to 
your cleaner. When it is not apparent or clear¬ 
ly labeled, tell your cleaner about any special 
fiber the garment is made of. Acrylic knits are 
difficult to identify, and are inclined to stretch 
with heat in cleaning and rinishing. So, if you 
know that a garment contains acrylic fiber, 
be sure to tell your cleaner. 

2. With regards to spots, be sure to tell 
your drycleaner what was spilled on your gar¬ 
ment. Whether visible or not, your cleaner will 
have a better chance of removing them if he 
knows what they are. Some spots will come out 
in tlie normal cleaning process; some will re¬ 
quire treatment before cleaning. 

3. In the case of buttons or ornaments, 
you may lake the trouble to remove them your¬ 
self or at least warn your drycleaner about the 
presence of glue, plastic or cardboard stiffners. 

4. Knits that shrink can be stretched back 
to size and reshaped if you ask for this service. 
Sizing, which is applied at the time of manu¬ 
facture to give a garment shape or body, may 
be removed during one or more cleanings. The 
same is true of water resistant and spot resistant 
finishes. If you wish them to be restored to 
the garment ask your drycleaner to do so. 

5. Accessories normally worn with an 
outfit, such as belts, should be cleaned at the, 
same time to avoid any possible color in- 
compalabiliiy resulting from cleaning.

A 910" 
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Ward Ranch reflects 
95 years of history 

Continued from Pago 1 

cisco where son Waldo Jr. was born in 1903. 
Then that same year, the beautiful home on High¬ 
land was completed and the family moved d«>wn. 
The home was built from plans designed for Ward 
by a Montana architect. The two men met on a 
train trip and found themselves stranded'in Colo¬ 
rado when a bad rain storm washed out the train 
tracks. The three-story house is of redwtMKl and still 
has the original wood cabinets in the kitchen. 

Just a year before, in 1902, the red barn, 
which remains ttxJay a wonderful relic of the past, 
was built. The large tower, made of thick red¬ 
wood, was used to stoic water that was delivered 
once a week. 

Sierra Madrc had water problems, so it had to 
be rationed to the weekly delivery. The water 
was used for both irrigation and household use. 
The height of the tower provided the gravity needed 
to supply water to the upper part of the home. 

Today, the barn is in wonderful condition as 
arc all the buildings on the ranch. It has a small 
museum that contains equipment, utensils, etc. from 
past days. There arc also wooden packing boxes — 
the kind that were used to ship ranch-grown oranges 
and three beautiful Ward orange crate lables. 

Ward Sr. certainly knew the ftne-food business 
and made important contacts over the years. These 
were all advantages in later years when he started 
his own business. This began with his desire to grow 
a special variety of bittersweet oranges —the kind 
used to make fine English marmalade. An English 
friend, a mining engineer, was traveling to Seville, 
Spain, and Ward gave him money to purchase and 
ship to America two trees of the special variety 
of orange tree that was needed. These arrived — 
the ftrst of their kind in America — and became the 
grafting stock for a grove that numbered over 600 
trees. 

Those two trees thrive today. However, they 
arc no longer on Ward land. The Ward Ranch is 
i'A acres today, with much of the former land 
subdivided. Those two trees are iu)w in the yard 
of the late Hugh Warden’s hontc. The Wards also 
have property in Azusa Canyon, where most of their 
oranges are grown today. 

At first, these bittersweet oranges were ship¬ 
ped to Canada for marmalade making. But Ward 
Sr.’s big dream was to produce his own marmalade 
here on the ranch — marmalade of the superior 
quality known in the British Isles. In 191S, except 
for his Los Angeles territory, he retired as a sales¬ 
man and for three years experintcttied with marma¬ 
lade making. By I9l8, satisfied he had the recipe 
he was seeking, he began his, preserving busi-

The business thrived, and for years, when din¬ 
ing was a fine experience on trains crossing Ame¬ 
rica, Ward’s marmalade was the only one served 
on several train lines. WWI also cut off foird im¬ 
ports from overseas and Ward was ready to supply 
the market here. Other products have been added 
and today marmalade is only SVt of the fine fo»>ds 
they produce. 

Behind the home, barely visible from the street, 
is the Ward canning factory building. Today, about 
15 people arc employed, which in peak season is 
expanded to 25 pctrple. Many arc long-time em¬ 
ployees. But the company will always remain small. 
They cannot expand and still maintain the very 
high quality which is the Ward statidard. 

Their jars of imp«)rtcd Spanish olives, as well 
as the brattdied and pickled peaches, arc works of 
art with each olive placed one by one into the jar. 


Raspberry jam, for example, is made from the 
freshest berries and cooked on a small stove in 
batches no largar than you would make in your own 
home. Most jams and jellies sold today use corn 
syrup, but Ward’s uses only sugar because sugar 
gives the best flavor, says Ward Jr. They sell only 
the fittest imported olive oil, frtnn the first pressing 
of the olives, which has the most vitamins and the 
most flavor. 

But the Wards are most proud of the fact 
that their marntalade is made only front fresh 
oratigcs. No otie else does this. Instead, the residue 
of oranges used for juice are then purchased by 
other companies for their marmalade making. 

Carrying on this idea of “the best” today is 
Ward Jr.’s sott, Richard, the third generation to run 
the family business. Both Richard attd his father 
went to college with plans to go into other fields.

Possible predictions of future earthquakes 


Do the phases of the 
moon trigger earth¬ 
quakes? It would seem 
possible. John J. O’Neill, 
the Pulitzer Prize-win- 
ning science editor of the 
New York Herald-Tri¬ 
bune, wrote in his col¬ 
umn, "The sun and 
moon exert maximum 
forces when they are on 
a line with the earth at 
new and full ntoon which 
lake place alternately at 
14-day intervals. The 
Sierra region is more sen¬ 
sitive to the new moon 
combination. The San 


Andreas and other par¬ 
allel fault regions res¬ 
pond to the full moon 
situation.” 

Seismologists studying 
the San Andreas area 
support O’Neill’s con¬ 
clusions. They have 
found a concentration of 
severe seismic activity 
during full moons. The 
moon, when in a direct 
gravitational line to a 
stress point in the earth’s 
crust, has been able to 
lift continental plate 
edges by as much as 40 
feet. 


O’Neill’s observations 
lend support to certain 
astrological ideas about 
the sun’s entry into the 
solstices and equinoxes. 
(In winter and summer, 
the sun is at the sol¬ 
stices; in spring and fall, 
the equinoxes.) “As the 
sun starts changing its al¬ 
titude in the solstices on 
June 21 and Dec. 21,” 
O’Neill reported, “new 
strains seem to activate 
the full length of the 
great mountain ranges. 
This strain, plus the

lease of an earthquake.” 

Five minutes before 
one of the strongest 
earthquakes in North¬ 
ern California, an ele¬ 
phant in Redwood Park’s 
animal park almost tore 
her barn door off its 
hinges. The National 
Wildlife Federation re¬ 
ports scientists have sta¬ 
tioned chimpanzees, 
kangaroo rats and cock¬ 
roaches along earth¬ 
quake zones in Califor¬ 
nia, hoping to learn 
more about "pre-quake 
agitation” in animals. 

In Liaoning Province, 
China in 1974, hiberna¬ 
ting snakes crawled up 
from the ground.
